It being judg'd proper, at this critical Time, when 
we are in daily Expectation of a French War, to ſound 
the Iudians, and diſcover what Dependence we might 
have on them, in caſe their Aid ſhould be wanted ; an 
handſome Dinner was provided for their Chiets ; and after 
they had made an hearty Meal, and drank his Majeſty's 
Health, the Proprietor's, and the Health of the Six 
= Nations, the Chiefs gave the ſolemn Cry, in Teſtimony 
of their Thanks, for the Honour done them. And ſoon 
after, the Governor began, in a free Way, to enquire for 
EZ what Reaſon the Senecas were not come down, fince they 
had an equal Right to a Share of the Goods with the 
other Nations. Canaſſateego, their Speaker, ſaid, 
= < The Senecas were in great Diſtreſs, on Account of a 
F< Famine that raged in their Country, which had redu- 
ced them to ſuch Want, that a Father had been obliged

s to kill two of his Children to preſerve his own and the 
to © reſt of his Family's Lives; and they could not now 
ar come down, but had given Directions about their Shars

of the Goods. The Governor expreſs'd his Con- 
he cern for the unhappy Circumſtances of their Brethren of 
the Seneca Nation; and, after a ſhort Reſpite, enquirgd 
if any of their Deputies were then at Canada, and whether 
the French Governor was making any warlike Prepara- 
Oo tions? And on their anſwering, Tes; the Governor ſaid, 
n- with a ſmiling, pleaſant Countenance, I ſuppoſe if the 
£ French ſhould go to War with us, you will join them.” 
The Indians conferr'd together for ſome Time, and then 
Canaſſateego, in a chearful lively Manner, made Anſwer,— 
We aſſure you, the Governor of Canada pays our Na- 
tions great Court at this Time, well knowing of what 
Conſequence we are to the French Intereſt: He has al- 
ready told us, he was uncovering the Hatchet and 
ſharpening it, and hoped, if he ſhould be obliged to lift 
it up againſt the Eugliſo, their Nations would remain 
neuter and aſſiſt neither Side. But we will now ſpeak 
plainly to our Brethren: Why ſhould we, who are one 
Fleſh with you, refuſe to help you, whenever you want

ſtrifeſt League of Amity and Friendſhip with you, 
and we ſhall always be faithful and true to you our old] 
and good Allies. The Governor of Canada talks a 
great deal, but ten of his Words do not go ſo far as

© look towards you; and you may depend on our Aſſiſ. 
< tance. Whillt the Onondago Chief made this open and 
hearty Declaration, all the other Indians made frequently 
that particular Kind of Noiſe which is known to be 2 
Mark of Approbation.--'The Governor bid the Interpreter 
tell Canaſſatrego, He did not ſet on foot this Inquiry 
from any Suſpicion he had of the Six Nalious wanting a 
due Regard for the Engliſb. Our Experience of their 
Honour and Faith would not permit us to think any 
other of them than that they would eſteem our Friend 
their Friends, and our Enemies their Enemies, agreea- 
ble to the ſtrict Union which had ever ſubſiſted between 
us. As to the Governor of Canada, they need not mind 
what he ſaid. — The Engliſh, on equal Terms, had beat 
the French, and could beat them again: And were 
they but to conſider the Advantages which the Eugliſi 
have, by poſſeſſing ſo many large and populous Coun- 
tries, and ſo many good Ports on the Continent of Ame. 
rica, they would ſoon ſee who had moſt Reaſon to feat 
a War, the French or the Engliſh,” OY 
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Here the Converſation drop'd; and, after another 
Glaſs of Wine, the Indians reſumed the Diſcourſe, by 
aſking, whether their Brethren had not been for ſome Time 
engaged in a War with the King of Spain, and what 
Succeſſes they had met with? | : 


The Governor told them, the King of Great Britaii 
lived in an Ifland, and being ſurrounded with the Sea, 
his chief Strength Jay in his Ships; in which he was ſol 
much ſuperior to his Enemies, that they were ſeldom to 
be met with on the broad Ocean, but ſculk'd and hid 
themſelves, only vencuring out now and then; and when-

our Numbers and Poverty, he would have made an 
Addition to them. If the Goods were only to be divi-

Numbers are left behind, equally intituled with us to

We have ſeen with our Eyes 
a Deed ſign'd by Nine of your Anceſtors above Fifty 
Years ago for this very Land, and a Releaſe ſign'd, not 
many Years ſince, by ſome of yourſelves and Chiefs 
now living, to the Number of Fifteen or upwards.—But 
how came you to take upon you to {ell Land at all? 
We conquered you; we made Women of you; you 
know you are Women, and can no more ſel] Land than 
Women; nor is it fit you ſhould have the Power of 
ſelling Lands, ſince you would abuſe it. This Land 
that you claim is gone through your Guts; you have 
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been furniſhd with Cloaths, Meat, and Drink, by the 
Goods paid you for it, and now you want it again, lie 
Children as you are.—But what makes you ſell Land in 


the Dark ? Did you ever tell us that you had ſold this 
Land? Did we ever receive any Part, even the Value of 
a Pipe-Shank, from you for it? You have told us a 
blind Story, that you ſent a Meſſenger to us to inform 
us of the Sale, but he never came amongſt us, nor we 
never heard any Thing about it. This is acting in the 
Dark, and very different from the Conduct our Six 
Nations obſerve in their Sales of Land; on ſuch Occa- 
ſions they give publick Notice, and invite all the In- 


dians oſ their united Nations, and give them all a Share 


of the Preſent they receive for their Lands. This is the 
Behaviour of the wiſe united Nations. Byt we find you 
are none of our Blood: You act a diſhen<ſt Part, not 
only in this, but in other Matters: Your Ears are ever 
open to ſlanderous Reports about our Brethren ; you 
receive them with as much Greedineſs as led Women 
receive the Embraces of bad Men. And for all theſe 


Reaſons we charge you to remove inſtantly ; we don't 


give you the Liberty to think about ir. You are Wo- 
men. Take the Advice of a wiſe Man, and remove 
immediately. You may return to the other Side of 


Delaware where you came from: But we do not know. 


whether, conſidering how you have demean'd your- 


' ſelves, you will be permitted to live there; or whether 
you have not ſwallowed that Land down your Fhroats 
as well as the Land on this Side. We therefore aſſign 
you two Places to go, either to Hyomen or Shamokin, 
Lou may go to either of thele Places, and then we 
ſhall have you more under our Eye, and ſhall fee how 
you behave.
